2* Nova Doha is published by Jose Kotas, and is the oldest Czechoslovak newspaper 
In Argentina * It is now losing ground, circulation having dropped from approxi- 
mately 2000 to approximately 1400 copies* It is moderately pro-Soviet in tone*

whioh formerly published a paper under its own name, until forced to close it 
by the Argentine Government* The circulation In March 1947 was approximately 
1800 copies* The merger of Ylasteneo with Slovensky hud has been mentioned, 
but has not developed*

5* Yucoslavenski Vjestnik ms founded in 1943, and is edited by Dinko Filipovio in 

offices a£ tfalie "Brazil 451, Buenos Aires* Its circulation has increased from 

around 1200 to about 4000 copies*

6* SI ovens ki Glos was the result of the merger of ^ rawica and Slovenski List in an 
effort to make this paper representative of the Slovene Coxonunists in Argentina* 
Its circulation in March 1947 was approximately 2000 copies*

7* Russ jHc w Argentinle ceased publication early in 1947, in spite of its being 

at that time the most iniportant Russian language paper i;i South Atmerioa* Sergio 
St&pran* editor-owner* has tried to get the Soviet Embassy to finance the 
publication of his paper* or to purchase it outright* but conversations with 
Valentin Riabov and other Soviet Embassy officials have not produced results* 
Stapran claims that he ms forced to suspend publioation by increased printing 
costs* and a boycott by the Slav Union* 


Hass Goloa - Byolo-Russian - Semi-weekly 

£• Stags Solos is owned by Trofim Lassuk* leader of the Byelo-Russian Communists in 
Argentina* and is printed on the presses of the Kurjer Polski (see below)* 
Formerly a weekly with a circulation of about 20W copies* it was changed to 
a semi-weekly after La ;zuk obtained financial aid from the Soviet Embassy 
through Valentin Riabov* Since the closing of Russjik w Argentinie the circula- 
tion has increased to approximately 2500 oopiesTn f arch 1947 * “

Switlo - Ukranian - Semi-weekly 

Swltlo ™ as f onaerl y a bi-weekly* but became a semi-weekly after obtaining 
Hnanoial aid from the Soviet Embassy* Its editor is listed as Basilio Senchina* 
but the real directors are S* Krawohuk and Guburohuk- It is strongly pro-labor 
and pro-Peron* but has dropped its former pro-Jewitth tone* Circulation has 
increased from about 1900 copies to about 2300 copies* 


Ukrainska Gazeta - Ukrainian 

10* Ukrainska Gaseta was founded by a group who broke away from Switlo* and appeared 
as a weekly until forced to suspend by increased costs of printing* It is 
planned to transform this publication into a monthly magazine under the same 
name* to be printed on the presses of the Kurjer Polski (see below)* 


Renaoimlento — Bulgarian — Bi-weekly 

21 • Ranaoimiento is the only Bulgarian newspaper in Argentina* and is owned by 
Antonio Koleff* It is published at Call© Cochabamba 3871* Buenos Aires* Its 
circulation in I arch 1947 ms approximately 2500* 


Union Eslava - Bi-weekly 

12 • Bnlon Es lav a is the official organ of the organi s ation of the same name (formerly 
known as the Slav Ccanmittee)* Circulation is from 2500 to 3700 copies* depending 
on the importance of the issue* It has been printed in various pro-Soviet Slav 
printing shops* but expects to obtain its own presses soon* 

Vlenybe - Lithuanian 

13* Vienybe is published at Calle Reoonquista 440* Buenos Aires* by "Lithuania Libre," 
a Communist organisation dedicated to gathering funds for aid to Russia# The 
circulation has risen from approximately 1760 copies to approximately 2100 copies* 
The director * Antonio Kisiolius* an illiterate person hardly able to sign his own 
name* is considered to be merely a figurehead for the real directors* Tadao Adunoni 
Balthusninkas* 2ygaa* and Talalis* 


Polska Wyswolona - Polish - Weekly 

14* Polska hyzwolona absorbed the newspaper Lud in January 1946* It is edited by 

Kartlrt Raduj, a looal Polish Conmunist leacfer* and is strongly pro-Soviet in tone* 
Circulation has increased from approximately 2800 copies to approximately 4000 
copies* in spite of the adverse effect on its circulation of letters received by 
local Poles from their homeland giving quite a different picture of conditions 
there from those contained in its columns® 
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15. Kurjer Polski - Polish 

15* Kurjer Polski is published and printed at Calls Charcas 433, Buenos Aires, 

and has a daily circulation of 300 to 350 copies. However, the Friday edition 
has a circulation of approximately 6000 copies* It is owned by J* Kandratowios 
and B* Laseoki, and was formerly subsidized by the Polish banking organization, 
the P.K.0* After the fall of Poland it was subsidized by the Polish Government 
of London® Lespite increased printing costs end almost complete loss of subsidy, 
the Kurjer Polski is still being Issued, because the owners have developed a very 
pr of liable business in the printing of other Blav language papers® 

Argentina** Lletuvui Balsas * Lithuanian - Weekly 

16* Argentines Lletuvui Balsas Is owned by Francisco Ozinskas, and published by 

TEn* '¥r IJorkus at CalTe ’Boedo 737, Buenos Aires* Its circulation, approximately 
2300 copies, has not changed during the six months reported on* It Is anti- 
Conmunistic in tone* 

Zinius - Lithuanian 


17* Einius is an anti-Communist paper published once or twice a month, and has a 

circulation of approximately 300 to 350 copies* The director is Casimiro Kliauga, 
with offices at Calle San Hartin 1781, in the Buenos Aires suburb of Banfleld* 

It was formerly sponsored by the Lithuanian Tinister, Grauzinis* It is not 
expected to last very riuoh longer* 

18* The Soviet Embassy in Buenos Airos Is reported to be giving financial aid to 
flags Golos, Switlo, and Vienybe * 
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
